1  he  Water  Supply  of  the  Area  and  of  its  several  parts  has 
been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  except  for  isolated  cases 
of  contamination  in  the  Rural  part  of  the  district  where  the  supply 
is  from  spring  or  well.  Remedial  action  is  taken  in  these  cases. 

Over  99%  of  the  dwelling  houses  and  of  the  population  are 
supplied  from  public  water  mams,  ditect  to  the  houses.  There  are 
no  houses  supplied  by  means  of  stand  pipes.
